An Informant, who has furnished reliable information in the 
past, recently advised that a Consaunlat Party (cp) member

Informant also reported that the CP member claimed PENHA stol« 
mousy from the CP; had previously stolen from a labor union; 
had stolen money from the John Hancock Insttrancle Company; had 
bean out with married women tod broke up a homei in which the 
husband threatened to kill him* i 



PEHHA has categorically denied these charge & • jpENHA stated 
that at the time he was employed as a Debit Agent and Sale email 
for the John Hancock Insurance Company from aboiti 1946-195$* 

He had a license to sell life and group insurance . As a result 
of his CP activity, PEMBA stated he was unable to devote any 
night work to his insurance business tod conssqiantly his pro- 
duction fell off* He stated that he received sbme reprimands 
and criticism from the manager of the Insurance I company* 



PENHA stated that about July or August 1952, tup customers of 
the insurance company called the office whan thdy had been dunned 
to pay a premium which they said had already basin paid to FENBA* 
Whan the manager questioned him about It, PEHHA I said that if the 
a had a race Ipt from him, then they mustj have paid It 
and through errors in bookkeeping on hi a part, he neglected to 
turn the premiums into the company* PENHA tiirnejd into the company 
a sum not in excess of $3$» and the manager asked him to resign 
which he did* FEBHA said he believed he was aakied to resign 
because his production had fallen off and not fo|r any defalcation. 
He stated he collected unemployment insurance fop several weeks 
after that which he felt was proof of the fact tnat he was not 
discharged.

Upon interview on March 21, 1958 at the Boston Office 
of the FBI by SA JAMES T* SULLIVAN, | stated that 

for the previous four days he had blibil bAtf-bll-biy Ihcerested in. 
the public hearings conducted by the House. Committee on Un-America, 
Activities ( HCUa) at Boston, Massachusetts, sHe said he had . 
read the newspaper accounts of the hearings, had listened to 
delayed radio broadcasts of the hearings, and in addition had seen 
on television the actual interviews by the HdUA counsel of indi- 
viduals formerly known by him as Communist Party members in the 
Greater Boston area* 

I I stated he had been extremely Interested in the 
testimony of AKMHDO P£HHx who testified as a witness friendly to 
the HCUa, and who stated under oath that he had been a Communist . 
Party mem ber unti l approximately a week prior to- the public 
hearings# I I stated that he had met PEN HA only twice on 
official Communist Party business to the best of his recollection 
and had visited PEN HA* s home in the Hew Bedford, Massachusetts are 
He stated it was his best recollection that PEN HA “was out of 
the Party about two years ago” • He went on to state that' It was 
his best recollection also that PEN HA had been expelled by Party

He wont on to state that he does not .feat; -.exposure of

wl thin the past two or three years • He went on to state that he 
feels he has become clear in his thinking concerning the Communist 
Party and has completely divorced himself from the Party because 
he has seen the fallacy of the philosophy of Communism as well as 
the methods used by Communist Party leaders %o effectuate the 
actual day-tc-day policy of the Party* 

He then made the point that he would like to be; ' 
"recognized as having purged the slate, and he wanted to be in 
that position", but he felt that public testimony of the type 
furnished by PER HA and Mrs. FOSTER are definitely not the best 
methods to "purge the slate" • 

He commented that he continues ready to talk to the 
FBI about his past activities and has come to the realization that 
he should identify for the FBI those individuals who have 
remained active within the Communist Party despite the revelation? 
concerning the Communist Party following the down-grading of 
JOSEPH STALIN as well as the intervention in , Hungary of the 
Russian -army* He stated he feels now that he is actually serving 
the interests of the United States in identifying these present 
Communist Party members and realizes there are in this nation at 
the present time perhaps hundreds of individuals who of late 
have come to the realization that continuation of activity within 
the Corrmunist party is detrimental to the well being and safety 
of this nation* He stated that he believed In the Communist 
Party "as a political thing" , and that no doubt these other 
individuals were of a similar frame of mind. :

danger confronting the United States from the Communist Party, 
and .who- are- -the individuals in the Party who would fee dangerous 
to the welfare of this nation. Ho stated he felt that the 
premise of the Communist Party is now more of a. menace than ever 
to the United States because the hard cor© Communist remaining 
active within the Party per so are more dangerous * 







He stated in conclusion that he felt two questions-- 
were worthy Of being posed: (1) Is there recognition in. 

official circles that there is a ,f terrific” problem: -involved, 
and that a policy designed to meet this problem Should be set 
up* and (2) Is there a Board or procedural policy that the 
Federal Government has or can Initiate which i would do away with .
